(UPI)—President Kennedy ap- 
pealed to labor today to get be- 
hind his efforts to overhaul the 
reciprocal trade program lest in- 
creased foreign competition 
cause added loss of 
American workers 

The President addressed the 
AFL-CIO national convention. 
(A delayed broadcast of his ad- 
dress will be carried at 9:35 
o'clock tonight by KSD, the 
Post-Dispatch station.) 

He opened his 
these words: 

‘Today is the twentieth anni- 
verstary of Pear! Harbor. The 
memory of that day is so im- 
mediate to sO many that it is 
hard to realize that ioday’s col- 
lege freshmen were not even 
born on that day of shock and 
infamy. It is a memory that 
should serve us well, not to re- 
new old rancor, but to reatfirm 
our more ancient conviction that 
history belongs to the tree, and 
the free must ever. be vigi- 
eRe 

America’s New Role. 

“The world is very different 
now, and so is America’s role. 
We are committed to supporting 
freedom of choice in any nation 
that wants it. We are committed 
to assisting the new and develop- 
ing nations to stand straight and 
sturdy in the family of nations. 
And we are committed to pro 
viding the great bulwark of free- 
dom’s defenses, here and around 
the world.” 

The Chief Executive outlined a 
plan for federal] assistance 
communities, businesses and 
workers injured. temporarily by 
competitive aspects of liberalized 
tariffs. He said the plan would 
be submitted to Congress next 
year, but that it would avoid 
“permanent government pater- 
malism.”’ 

He had appealed yesterday to 
the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers meeting in New York, 
for support of a trade policy he 
maintained would stimulate ex- 
ports by chopping off tariff bar- 
riers. 

To enable United States pro- 
ducers to sell on world markets, 
he had told the N.A.M., labor 
must demonstrate its responsibil- 
ity in helping to keep over-all 
wage movements in line with in- 
creases in productivity.” He re- 
peated the suggestion today but 
did not dwell on it.

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NEW YORK TELLS

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP) — 
New York City policemen have 
been advised to use their night- 
sticks when necessary to restrain 
a prisoner or to avoid injury. A 
leaflet distributed yesterday says 
concerning the nightstick: 

“Use it. Taking a prisoner into 
custody is not a personal contest 
between you and him. Forget the 
Marquess of Queensberry rules. 
Your duty to the department and 
your family is to restrain your 
prisoner without injury to your- 
self.” 

Deputy police commissioner 
Waiter Arm said, however, ‘‘This 
is not to be taken as a license 
for indiscriminate beatings.” 

A nation-wide survey has 
shown a great increase in mob 
attacks on policemen. In New 
York City, in the first six months 
of this year, 1171 policemen were 
attacked when trying to make 
arrests.

Business houses can get bulk 
permits under which they pay 
2% cents for each 2\4-ounce 
piece in an identical bulk mail- 
ing. With permits, non-profit 
organizations pay 1'% cents for

ELISABETHVILLE, Katanga, 
Dec. 7 (AP) — United Nations 
jet fighter planes struck today 
at Katangan ammunition dumps 
six miles outside Elisabethville

Katangans launched another 
attack against the U.N. head- 
quarters outside the city at day- 
break after a tropical thunder- 
storm brought firing to a halt 
in the night. 


The United States Embassy in 
| Leapoldvilie said an American 
Air Force C-124 Globemaster 
transport was fired on over 
Elisabethville. Several bullets 
hit the fuselage but no serious 
damage was done and the plane 
landed safe at Elisabethville. 

Flights Suspended. 

(In Washington, the State De- 
partment announced that the 
U.ited States airlift supplying 
the U.N. Congo forces had been 
suspended until the military 
Situation in’ the vicinity of Elisa- 
bethville could be clarified. 

(Unti] that time, it said, some 
of the Globemasters flying from 
Leopoldville have been diverted 
to Kamina, 250 miles northwest 
of Elisabethville, “and others 
have been delayed.” State De- 
partment press officer Joseph 
W. Reap said it was a fair 
assumption that the airlift would 
not be resumed until U.N. forces 
had sufficient control to prevent 
the ground-fire against American 
planes 

Plane. Back in Leopoldville. 

(Reap said the damaged plane 
had returned to Leopoldville, 
where it was awaiting some 
repair parts.) 

American sources said the 
small arms fire came from the 
official residence of Katanga 
President Moise Tshombe while 
the Globemaster was coming in 
to land at Elisabethville airport. 


The Globemaster was one of 
six heavy transports carrying 
reinforcements and supplies to 
U.N. forces in the Katanga capi- 
tal. The report from Leopold- 
ville said the United States 
agreed to the airlift on condition 
that the transports be given full 
protective cover, Ethiopian 
Sabre jets escorted the first 
Globemasters yesterday but it 
was not known in Leopoldville 
whether today’s flights were es- 
corted. 

Italian Ultimatum. 

(United Press International 
reported from Rome that the 
Italian government announced it 
would withdraw its U.N. flyers 
and soldiers in The Congo unless 
the United Nations took specific 
measures for their protection. 


(The ultimatum, announced 
after a cabinet meeting, did not 
detail what steps Italy wanted 
taken. The action was a result 
of the massacre last month of 
13 Italian U.N. airmen by mutin- 
ous Congolese troops in Kindu.)

Dec. 7 As any “young sailor 
of 18, then or now. | was look- 
ing forward to a day of liberty 
in Honolulu, and the liberty boat 
was due alongside any minute. 

Suddenly an alarm—we thought 
a routine one—rang It was a 
call for the ship's fire and res- 
cue party, a procedure often 
practiced and designed to send 
aid to another ship or ashore to 
meet an emergency.

West Virginia; the time, 7:55 
a.m.; the day, Sunday, Dec. 7, 
1941; the place, Pearl Harbor. 

With the alarm, the liberty 
party broke up.

for this type of emergency. We 
were to fall in and stand by. 
We started topside for our deck 
adjacent to the waters of the har- 
bor.

A Time for U.N. Support 

The British government is correct in de- 
claring that United Nations troops have no 
right to impose by force a political solution 
in The Congo's secessionist Katanga province. 
But that is not what the U.N. is trying to do. 
‘UN. force is being used to resist the use of 
force by Katanga against a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

The British would have »een more con- 
structive if they had issued a forthright state- 
ment-of support for the U.N., as the United 
States did. Both governments agree that 
the, U.N. should continually try to reach a 
settlement between the central Congo govern- 
ment and Katanga; but at this point the U.N. 
needs all the backing it can get. Sniping is 
out of place. 

The fact is that the U.N. military action in 
Elisabethville was undertaken by Acting Sec- 
retary General U Thant in pursuit of a Nov. 
24 Security Council mandate authorizing use 
of force by the U.N, to rid Katanga of the 
white who lead President 
Tshe 

Mr. Tshombe, described by U Thant as ‘‘a 
very unstable man,” unquestionably has been 
whipping up animosity toward the U.N. 
In fact, he has begun attacking the United 
States along with the U.N., speaking of “‘in- 
human aggression” by U.N. forces “in col- 
laboration with the American army.” This 
remarkable charge has no other foundation 
than the use of some American planes in 
supply operations. But Mr. Tshombe recog- 
nizes that without American support the U.N. 
would be nearly helpless. 

The issues have been somewhat obscured. 
Tshombe supporters, in the United States and 
elsewhere, take the position that the U.N. is 
trying to bring to heel the strongest anti- 
Communist in The Congo. Yet if the U.N. 
fails in Katanga, after the failure of its show 
of force last September, The Congo may well 
slip back into anarchy, the breeding ground 
of Communism. It is the U.N., not Mr. 
Tshombe, that stands between The Congo 
and Communism. 

The U.N. intervened in The Congo to fore- 
stall national intervention. by the big powers, 
including Rusisa and the United States. Its 
aim.was to keep the cold war out of central 
Africa. If the results are difficult, those of 
a naked big-power conflict there would be 
worse. 

The U.N. is committed to a unified Congo, 
but that does not mean there cannot be a 
loose federation in which the various prov- 
inces, including Katanga, will have consider- 
able autonomy. This may be the only solu- 
tion, but it will be impossible if the U.N. is 
routed in Katanga. 

The future of the U.N. may well be at stake 
in The Congo. Every U.N. member who wants 
the world organization to survive should sup-

port it now. When the mandate has been 
carried out efforts at conciliation can con- 
tinue. There is no reason to think this will 


not be done. But nothing can be done if the 


secessionists are Victorious. 


For Civic Achievement 

The St. Louis Award to Neal J. Campbell, 
chairman of the committee which drafted the 
city's model new Building lode, recognizes 
two distinct acts of outstanding public serv- 
ice. First, his six years of labor—onerous, 
unpaid and largely unpublictized—overseeing 
development of the code. Secand, his leader- 
Ship in rallying public opinion in behalf of 
the document's adoption by the Aldermen 
and later in defending it against raids by spe- 
cial interests. Together they add up to an 
outstanding civic achievement, and we con- 
gratulate him. Mr. Campbell's experience 
also suggests he knows what he is talking 
about when he urges creation of a citizens 
watchdog committee to protect the code. 
Otherwise it stands in jeopardy of being shot 
full of holes in behalf of certain labor unions, 
contractors and materials dealers who are de- 
termined to cancel out the work for which 
the Award was made. 


Labor Looks at Bias 


One of the divisions which the AFL-CIO 
convention evidently will try to heal, in the 
name of labor unity, is that caused by color 
barriers. President George Meany is asking 
federation leaders in Miami Beach to help 
answer Negro critics within labor’s ranks. 

The Meany proposal is a program to prod 
unions to include anti-discrimination provi- 
sions in collective bargaining contracts. This 
does not go as far as to suggest sanctions, 
such as expulsion, for unions which practice 
discrimination. But members of the relative- 
lv new Negro American Labor Council say 
Mr. Meany has at least recognized their de- 
mand that something be done to promote 
brotherhood in unions that are supposedly 
devoted to it. 

In October the AFL-CIO council flatly re- 
jected charges that some unions permitted ra- 
cial bias. This was part of a continuing dis- 
pute between Mr. Meany and A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, head of the sleeping car porters’ 
union. As in most disputes, there are two 
sides to this one. The AFL-CIO now has 1, 
200,000 Negro members and 38 of its unions 
have positive civil rights programs. But 
while the industrial unions primarily have 
worked hard for equal rights on the job, 
some craft unions have actively practiced 
discrimination. Both federal and state civil 
rights agencies confirm this. 

Organized labor itself cannot afford the 
divisive effect of racial disputes. The AFL- 
CIO has admitted a modest decline in strength 
in recent years; disillusionment among Ne- 
groes both organized and unorganized is one 
weakening factor. Better solidarity against 
racial discrimination would tend to strengthen 
the labor movement, and that is incidental to 
the benefits for the nation: Labor’s help is 
essential to make the ideal of equal opportu- 
nity an economic practice, 


Praise for State 

Although it is no longer in style, criticism 
of the State Department along a certain line 
continues to pop up now and then, particular- 
ly among those who know least about the sub- 
ject. The cherge is that the Department is 
an agglomerat on of “pinkos” and “striped- 
pants cookie-pushers,” and oddballs whose stu- 
pidity alone saves them from being treasonous. 

There is no truth to, the charge, but never- 
theless it is a pleasure to find ‘t refuted by a 
private citizen board partially made up of the 
type of persons who might be expected to be 
critical. The board, composed of three busi- 
nessmen. two union officials and « professor, 
studied the department for three and a half 
months. And then Charles D. Lewis, presi- 


dent of the American Sumatra Tobacco Corp 
of New York, volunteered 

‘IT came here as a skeptic, expecting to find 
that half of the people should be gotten rid 
of. ,But as the records unfolded I became 
simply flabbergasted at the quality of the 
people we were reviewing. “hey are better 
than we have in business. ’ 

The truth is that the United States diplo- 
matic service is probably superior to any in 
the world. There are misfits, of course, and 
there is room for improvement. But by and 
large the professionals in the department are 
first rate, as they should be. 


The Real Lesson 

The Japanese bombs that devastated the 
American fleet at Pearl Harbor 20 years ago 
have been followed in deadly progression 
by the Hiroshima atomic bomb, the Eniwetok 
hydrogen bomb and the r cent Siberian 
bomb blasts. The bombing planes that made 
battleships obsolete now are overshadowed 
by intercontinental ballistic missiles. The 
one greatest military surprise which this 
nation ever suffered still stands as a. re- 
minder against unpreparedness. 

But if that were all that Pearl Harbor 
brings to mind today, then Pe rl Harbor 
would be obsolete as a warning beacon. For 
Pearl Harbor, in the light vf present military 
technology, should be a warning that another 
sudden and treacherous attack in which an 
aggressor sought to smash his victim could 
mean total peril for the world. There would 
be many Pearl Harbors—not just one. 

It took nearly two hours for the Japanese 
to kill or wound more than 3000 men and 
sink or damage 18 warships in what Samuel 
Eliot Morison, the distinguished historian, 
called “the boldest scheme of conquest in 
modern times.” It would take less than half 
that time for the missiles of either the United 
States or Soviet Russia to inflict casualties 
and damage surpassing the total losses of 
World War II. 

The Pearl Harbor attack was possible be- 
cause one uation possessed power to strike 
without risking immediate devastation in re- 
ply. That condition does .ot exist today, and 
is not likely to exist so long as our country 
maintains its retaliatory power. But one 
need only consult his own feelings .o know 
that we are still far from true national se- 
curity. In the age of megaton weapons, ulti- 
mate security can be achieved only by effec- 
tive disarmament under international control. 


Coal Medicine 

The crash program of research into new 
processes to spur the consumption of coal, 
which is just getting going in Washington, 
has our best wishes for success. This long- 
sick industry has produced not only unem- 
ployment but also an unhealthy attitude 
toward the development of other sources of 
energy. A healthier economy in coal could 
lead to a healthier climate in Congress for 
hydro and nuclear power development. 

Coal mines in this country today employ 
fewer miners than they did in 1890, and in 
the past 14 years alone the production of 
coal has gone down roughly a third. Re- 
search seems tantalizingly close to major 
breakthroughs that would open new markets. 
If the cost of liquefying coal could be re- 
duced 40 per cent the product could be used 
in the manufacture of gasoline, jet and diesel 
fuels and light oils. A similar cut in the 
cost of gasification would enable coal gas to 
be economically mixed with natural. 

The newly-established Office of Coal Re- 
search is also concerning itself with the de- 
velopment of coal chemicals. All these ap- 
proaches are hopeful, and we should like to 
see the enhanced research effort made per- 
manent, eventually to be expanded to en- 
compass all fuels. The want of a national 
fuels policy is growing more acute all the 
time, and it will be the more likely to take 
Shape if the coal industry is well enough to 
look beyond its immediate concerns to the 
broad concerns of the nation’s over-all energy 
requirements. 


Bold New Trade Program 

President Kennedy has made it plain that 
the Administration next year will seek broad 
new powers to lower tariffs and build an eco- 
nomic community comparable to the concept 
of NATO. “We need a new and bold instru- 
ment of American trade policy,’ Mr. Kennedy 
said in a speech to the National Association 
of Manufacturers. 

Mr. Kennedy called for more than renewal 
of the Reciprocal Trade Act, which expires in 
June after having been renewed periodically 
since June 1934. He demanded replacement 
of the act. This could mean that what he 
wants is so far beyond the act that the pres- 
ent legislation would be difficult to amend 
and extend. It also might be a means of en- 
listing support from congressmen -vho are 
committed to vote against extension of the 
act as such. 

Whatever the method, the Administration 
is right in moving ahead at the next session 
of Congress to formulate a new international 
trade policy that will enable the American 
economy to mesh with the European Common 
Market. This will make it possible, as the 
President said, “for the economic potential of 
these two great markets to be harnessed to- 
gether into a team capable of pulling the full 
weight of our common military, economic 
and political aspirations.” 

The United States must increase its sales 
abroad or diminish its stature at home, as 
the President asserted. ‘Economic isolation 
and political leadership are wholly incompati- 
ble,” he said. This is true, and the conse- 
quences will have to be faced by American 
protectionists. The longer they oppose the 
principle the more painful will the awaken- 
ing be. 


Independence and Then Some 

Nonpartisan elections and city managers 
are not necessarily perfect -emedies for all 
municipal ills, but they are bound to repre- 
sent a vast improvement in Independence. 
Finally becoming restive after many years of 
rule by the Sermon organization, Independ- 
ence voted overwhelmingly for a new home 
rule charter which would remove city gov- 
ernment from party factionalism and its ad- 
ministration from political hands. This fol- 
lowed disclosures that Mayor William Sermon 
himself had private interests that did business 
with the city, and so did some of his council- 
men. After that record, change alone was 
likely to represent improvement, but Inde- 
pendence has adopted a well-tested substitute 
for Sermonism,

Between Book Ends 


THE PEACE RACE, by Seymour Mel- 
man. (Ballantine Books, paperback 
original, 152 pgs., 50 cents.) 


In his United Nations speech, Presi- 
dent Kennedy challenged the Soviet 
Union to a peace race as a substitute 
for the arms race. It made a fine 
phrase, and Mr. Kennedy went right 
ahead planning for another increase in 
the military budget next year. Prof. 
Melman, who had sent the President 
a memorandum urging strong Ameri- 
Car initiatives for a peace iace, con- 
siders it more than a phrase. In this 
book he outlines what kind of policy 
changes would be required if the 
United States adopted the concept as 
a philosophy of international life. 


There is nothing complicated about 
the first step.

Now that nuclear energy is 
here and air-cushioned conveyances 
are being experimented with, anything

Piecemeal planning is the root of all 
our troubles today. In ‘he end it is 
the most costly and usually provides 
only temporary relief. Only a well- 
planned ‘metropolis which includes 
planning for every phase of (ransporta- 
tion co-ordinated with all other types 
and downtown facilities is going to be 
economically sound. It is no longer 
feasible for each to go his own way, 
because the overlapping costs entailed 
in such procedures are rapidly becom- 
ing beyond our means.

[here is no reason to believe 
that such things as canned meats 
will be any more attractively 
priced this week than usual, but 
their time-saving virtues may 
make them more of a ‘good 
buy’, to you right now. While 
your time and energy are at 
such-a premium, it might be 
sound economic procedure to in- 
vest a few pennies more than 
you would customarily spend in 
ny items which can speed up 
meal preparation. 

Fortunately, one of the best 
values in the meat department 
this week lends itself admirably 
to quickie meals. Bacon is al- 
ways a standby when time is 
short: served with a casserole of 
au gratin potatoes (right out of 
a package, if you wish), a green 
vegetable, a salad, canned or 
frozen fruit and cookies it makes 
an appetizing and nourishing 
meal, 

On an over-all basis, pork is 
still the best buy in red meats. 
The better grades of beef may 
be slightly higher, with the low- 
er grades unchanged. Despite 
the fact that the premium 
grades are a bit on the high 
side you can find attractive 
prices on some items such as 
ground beef (there’s another 
quick meal idea for you) 

Lamb is fairly high, but keep 
vour eyes open for bargains; 
you may find some specials on 
it. Veal is too expensive for 
most pre-holiday pocketbooks. 

Don’t expect to find chickens 
offered at the ridiculously low 
prices we have seen within the 
past few months, but they are 
still one of the better buys de- 
spite the fact that there have 
been price increases in produc- 
ing areas which no doubt will be 
reflected on the retail level. 


FRESH FRUITS and 
tables offer some bargains, 
with the majority of the items 
falling within the moderate price 
bracket. 

Let’s take a look first at the 
real values, around which bar- 
gain hunters may want to plan 
their menus. 

With apples now coming into 
the St. Louis area from eight 
states and Canada, there is a 
wide range in size and variety 
Although the price trend is 
slightly upwards on all of bet- 
ter quality, there still are many 
budget buvs to be found. 

Grapefruit and oranges make 
this week’s ‘‘good buys’’ list 
Tangerines, tangeloes and sat- 
sumas have declined in price 
intil they are now classified as 
low-to-moderate. 

Quality and price combine to 
make cabbage (both the new 
green and the old) a value. Add 
potatoes to the list: round whites 
are. the cheapest, round reds 
next, russets the most costly of 
the three but still inexpensive. 
Spinach is: cheap, but check 
carefully on quality. Price alone 
does not merit the ‘‘good buys” 
tag in this column. 

Radishes, rutabagas, peppers, 
ecevlant, celery and _ lettuce 
round out the list of vegetable 
values. 

Everything else comes in the 
moderate bracket with the ex- 
ception of these few items, which 
are definitely high: broccoli, 
artichokes, pears, persimmons,

Antarctica is a § continent. 
much larger than Australia. It 
contains about five § million 
square miles, and has more than 
two thirds the area of North 
America 

No single nation can be called 
the owner. of Antarctica, but 


various parts. 

Great Britain has done the 
most work in exploring Antarcti- 
ca, Capt. James Cook sailed 
clear around the frozen conti- 
nent 186 years ago. Forty-five 
years later, an American, Capt. 
Nathaniel Palmer, landed on the 
mainland with some of his men. 
Palmer's sailing vessel wes on a 
seal-hunting expedition. 

In the 30 years that followed, 
Antarctica was ‘visited by 
vessels from Great Britain, the 
United States and France. One 
explorer, James Clark Ross, 
was a Scotsman who performed 
fine work in the area. He gave 
the name of Victoria Land to a 
section of the mainland, and his 
own name was used for Ross 
Sea. Scott and Shackelton are
